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Attachment to Advisory action 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1 0/1 4/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. First, Applicant's request for reconsideration filed 1 0/1 4/03 is incomplete 
because it fails to respond to examiner's final rejection of independent claim 57. 
Second, Applicant argues that the binder adhesive of Abrams (WO 90/09289) is 
thermoplastic instead of thermosetting. Abrams clearly teaches that the binder 
adhesive used is crosslinked, which implies that the adhesive is a thermoset. 
Thermoplastics are not crosslinked thus enabling them to be re-melted and reshaped. 
Third, Applicant argues that the adhesive of Abrams does not have "a melting point 
higher than the melting point in the mold." This argument is not understood because 
the phrase "melting point in the mold" does not make any sense. Fourth, Applicant 
argues that a thermosetting adhesive is not taught. This is misplaced because it is clear 
that the cross-linked binder adhesive of Abrams is a thermoset adhesive. Fifth, 
Applicant argues that the there is no support for the well-known statement concerning 
the use of two injection pressures. This is misplaced because applicant's failure to 
seasonable traverse this well-known statement in Applicant's response filed 5/2/03 has 
warranted this well-known to be accepted as admitted prior art. Sixth, Applicant argues 
that Abrams teaches using a permanent adhesive having a hot melt adhesive therein. 
This is misplaced because it is clear from Abrams that the permanent adhesive may or 
may not contain a hot melt adhesive. See page 12, lines 2-5 of Abrams. Seventh, 
Applicant argues that there is no support for the well-known idea of performing the flock, 
jhe well-known idea of performing an insert is taught by the article titled "Film insert
